I am a full Professor in the Department of 
Biological Chemistry at the Weizmann Institute of Science in 
Rehovot, Israel. 

I am an inventor of the above-identified patent 
application. 

I have reviewed the declaration of Danny Suisa, 
which I understand as being filed in the above-identified 
application on even date herewith, and I have no reason to 
believe that any of the statements therein are inaccurate. 

I hereby confirm that the hybridoma and antibody 
identification numbers used in the above-identified patent 
application and the U.S. applications from which the above- 
identified application claims benefit, and the Israeli 
priority applications from which the above-identified 
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application claims benefit, are the same numbers which were 
assigned to these hybridomas upon their original cloning in 
Danny Suisa's laboratory.
